Ahlzen, Stahlman^was informed, died 
in the Carlson home there nine years 
ago, presumably of heart disease, af- 
ter stimulative tablets containing 
poison had been prescribed for him. 
Carlson died a year later, with the 
cause of death given as cancer. 


Deputy Sheriff Harry Brewester 


testified at the Lindstrom inquest he 
had found an empty poison bottle in 
a sewing bag belonging to Mrs. Carl- 
son and she told him she had not 
opened the bag since she left Hemet 
in 1925. 


Lindstrom's body was exhumed a 


week ago at Williams, Ariz., at the 
request of a son, Peter landstrom,' 
Chicago meat packer, who said he 
found Mrs. Carlson had withdrawn 
§2,000 from a joint bank account held 
with his father. Examination disclos- 
ed poison in the body. The death cer- 
tificate showed he had died of heart 
disease. 


Mr. Erickson -who is recovering 


from poisoning, testified she became 
violently ill a week after Lindstrom's 
death, when she drank'a cup of coffee 
prepared by Mrs. Carlson.

An extremely dry summer anc 


fall last year has resulted in the 
drying up of many surface wells 
throughout the state, according to 
Louis J. Faust, Kaukauna, presi 
dent of the "Wisconsin Well Drillers, 
association. Well drillers in various 
parts of the state have been kept 
busy during the last six months 
drilling new wells to replace the 
dried up surface wells. Many wel 
owners in the farm districts ha\e 
been filling their old well by haul- 
ing water from nearby farmers. 


Drilled wells have not been af- 


fected by the dry seasons because 
they are at a deep depth and do not 
depend on rains. Dug wells average 
from 10 to 30 feet in depth 
The 


drainage system of farmers for their 
fields quickly carries 
the 
water 


from their land to creeks and rivers 
and this also is a cause for dry 
wells. Tears ago the water stood on 
lands until it soaked, in and gradu- 
ally seeped to pockets in the rock 
strata. 


The average rainfall for Wiscon- 


sin is 31 inches a year and the fall 
last year was far below the average 
Mr. Faust pointed out. Lime stone 
districts in the state were the first 
to meet dry wells. Drying up of wells 
has not been particularly noticed in 
the Fox river valley, but Calumet-co, 
Door-eo, the district north of Wau- 
sau and districts near Greenville, 
Dale and Medina have been greatly 
affected. 


Many Wells Shallow 


Half of all the wells in the state 


are shallow wells, TVIr. Faust said. 
The state board of health has done 
excellent work safeguarding the wa- 
ter of cities and villages. Kcw it as 
taking precautions to' protect the 
health of the farmers. Surveys show 
that about 30 per cent of farm wa- 


ter supplies show a more or less pol- 
lution. 


Farmers are warned by Mr. Fausl 


to make certain that their water 
supply is pure. 
With the spring 


rains this year many surface well 
again will be filled. 
If the water 


is muddy it may be inferred that 
there is contamination by surface 
water. Water can be sent to the 
state hygiene laboratory at Madi- 
son and will be tested free. Anyone 
wanting his well water tested can 
write to the department and secure 
a sterilized container for a sample 
of the water. This is the best and 
surest way to determine whether 
well water is safe for drinking pur- 
poses. 


In tests made in the state labora- 


tories it has been found that 30 per 
cent of the well water 
of rural 


schools is unsafe for drinking. Sur- 
veys show that only few surface 
wells are being dug at the present 
time. Most of the wells are now be- 
ing drilled. The past dry seasons 
have kept well drillers- much busier 
than in normal years. 
There are 


about 700 well drillers in the state. 


Cities and villages getting water 


from lakes and rivers have the wa- 
ter purified. During the 
summer 


many persons go to lakes to escape 
the heat in the cities. Mr. Faust 
urges that before settling in the 
lake cottages, people should see that 
the water is safe for drinking. Be- 
ing used to getting pure water in 
the cities, they sometimes forget to 
take precautions 
when 
drinking 


well water especially near a lake or 
river.

THE DANGEROUS AUTOMOBILE 


War's toll of death and injury to 


human beings appalls us and any effort 
or suggested plan to stop future con- 
flicts, receives our serious attention. 
It is fitting that we should have that 
attitude, for nothing should be left un- 
done to prevent or retard as long as 
possible "the next war," for that event 
will witness a far greater destruction 
and crippling of human life than has 
ever been experienced before. 


Fortunately war comes only about 


once in a generation. But as people 
ponder over its horrors, how many 
realize that in 1930, right at their front 
door so to speak, the number of per- 
sons crippled and injured in automo- 
bile accidents was four times the num- 
ber of American soldiers wounded in 
the Wold war. Casualty facts disclosed 
by Mr. Marten Pew in Editor and 
Publisher show the appalling nature 
of this annual loss of life and bodily 
injuries through automobile accidents 
in the. United States. 


In 1930 there were 32,500 men, wo- 


men and children killed and 962,325 
injured by automobiles in this country. 
In this year motor mileage is estimated 
to have decreased 15 billion miles, or 
around ten per cent, but accidents in- 
creased twelve per cent. Responsibil- 
ity ior ,the accidents to pedestrians 
rests upon the pedestrian in twice as 
many cases as it does upon the driver. 
In the case of children up to 14 years 
of age, more than eighty per cent of 
the fatalities occurred when they were 
running or walking across or in streets. 
Between the ages of 15 and 24, seventy 
per cent of the hurt were riding in 
cars whichTwere in" collisions. Of the 
victims over 54 fewer than half were 
occupants of cars. 


We have become so accustomed to 


the slaughter that it receives only 
slight attention. There is no such con- 
certed effort made to deal with this 
situation as is given to the task of 
averting war. Yet this dreadful loss 
by automobile is taking place, not once 
in. a generation, but every year. And 
Jhe reported casualties are increasing. 


Some extraordinary effort should be 


made to give this situation full pub- 
licity. A close analysis of the facts 
will establish a basis for determining 
remedies. The many fatalities and in- 
juries to children while in the public 
highway indicates that they should- 
have as intensive instruction at home 
and in school on this subject as they 
do for the preservation of health from 
'disease. 


Congestion of the highways is in- 


creasing faster than are the protective 
measures for public safety. Increased 
speeds of motor vehicles may speed up 
traffic, but it also raises the percen- 
tage of reckless drivers. Additional 
traffic regulations must and will come. 
The public should accept with grace 
any regulative statutes which -will 
tend to decrease this terrible casualty 
record.

FRANCIS S. BRADFORD 


The people of Outagamie county, 


sad the legal fraternity in particular, 
suffered an acute loss in the death of 
Francis S. Bradford. For more than 
forty years he has been connected ~vith 
the legal machinery of this county, as 
circuit court reporter and as an attor- 
ney at the bar. 


The greater part of Mr. Bradford's 


life was integral with Appleton. He 
came here when this city was little 
more than a Tillage and In its develop- 
ment to its present estate he had 110 
little part. His influence, potent as it 
was IB Appletou, was felt even more 
in the rural sections where he was re- 
garded as one of the outstanding lead- 
ers in the county. 


His ability as a lawyer was widely 


recognized and he held the unstinted 
respect of other members of the bar. 
Always a gentleman, he could be a 
fierce fighter when the occasion de- 


manded, and some of his cross-exam- 
inations will linger long in the memo- 
ries of court attaches. 


Mr. Bradford's habit of hard work 


probably proved his own undoing. At 
an age and in circumstances when 
most men are willing to lay down their 
heavy burdens Mr. Bradford's love for 
work kept him steadily at the job until 
the final breakdown. His loss will be 
acutely felt by the community with 
which he had been so long identified. 


PERSHING AND A HISTOR- 


ICAL PHRASE 


Throughout history famous men have 


been credited with famous sayings, yet 
in many cases other persons should 
have credit for their utterance. 


During the World war, and at the 


time of the first appearance of Ameri- 
can troops in France, the most inspir- 
ing phrase of the war was credited to 
General Pershing. 
It is the only 


phrase coined by an American sol- 
dier in the war of such eloquence as 
to make it historic. It was the'now 
famous statement: "Lafayette, we are 
here." 


Throughout the years since the war 


these words have been accredited to 
General Pershing, and it was not un- 
til the publication of his memoirs that. 
he has* given credit where it is due,— 
to a member of his staff, Colonel Char- 
les E. Stanton of San Francisco. 


The occasion for this remark was a 


speech made by Colonel Stanton at the 
Fourth of July celebration in Paris in 
1917 held in the cemetery where La- 
fayette rests. General Pershing had 
asked Colonel Stanton to speak for 
him on that occasion. The speech 
aroused great enthusiasm and was of 
considerable influence in cementing the 
friendship 
between American and 


French officers. 


General Pershing says in his book: 


"It was on this occasion that utter- 
ance was given to an expression that 
could be born only by inspiration,—one 
that will live long in history. Many 
have attributed the striking utterance 
to me,, and I have often wished that it 
could be mine. I am sure that these 
words were spoken by Colonel Stan- 
ten, and to him must go the credit for 
so happy and felicitous a phrase." 


President Wilson in his address to 


the French chamber of'deputies trans- 
ferred the credit for it to General Per- 
shing, and even Marshall Foch in his 
address to the American Legion in 
Kansas City, attributed the phrase to 
-the general. 


Throughout all these years Colonel 


Stanton has never made any claim that 
he was the author of this remark, 
though Paris newspapers at the time 
gave an accurate account of his speech. 
He felt that any corrective statement 
should come from General Pershing, 
and though it comes a little late, it is 
fitting that credit should be given 
where it belongs. 


But future generations will doubt- 


less give General Pershing credit for 
making the statement, due to the un- 
conscious feeling that the incident 
would not be perfect in the telling if 
anyone else ivere made to utter it. It 
is unfortunate that he did not correct 
the error long ago, but to whomever 
posterity is to give credit, the state- 
ment was an inspiration, and will live 
long in history as exemplifying the 
spirit of that occasion.

ican flag-.

Clark at once set out to get 3t back again

fort nearly dead from Iransrer. After a sharp 
flg-ht Clark took the fort. This marked the end 
o£ British authority in that section. •

Of 
ourse the truth is chit no disease 


carried in or by the air, and ev- 


n dust in the air is not a significant 
actor in the spread of any known 
disease. This is the scientific truth 
and no honest health, authority can 
ir -will question it. 
House dust, collected" from 
the 


loor or furniture surfaces of walls 


Irving rooms, bedroom, kitchens, 


j shops, public f conveyances, 


heaters, churches or other shelters, 
and carefully cultured in the bacter- 
ological incubator, usually shows 
the presence of an assortment of 
common pus-producing 
or blood- 


poisoning types of germs (the jolly 
old Streptococcus and 
Staphyloe- 


ccus praticularly). The floors of the- 
aters and public halls and railway 
cars, no matter what methods of 
cleaning or sweeping are used, of- 
en yield tubercle bacilli, as well as 
the usual cocci. But these tubercle 
aacilh—which do not necessarily in- 
dicate that people spit on the floor— 
are ordinarily so weakened by ex- 
posure to, for germs, low tempera- 
ure and dryness, of not to sunlight 
>r diffuse daylight, that, if not dead, 
they can no longer produce disease 
even when carefully inoculated in-

or hygiene or sanitation,

With all our teaching let us teach 


children to be useful. A child wh 
does not understand that he can be 
useful and happy In being so, Is go 
Ing to be very unhappy and useless 
Into the bargain. One has to be use 
ful to himself. That Is a law of life 
that we discover rather late unless 
some wise teacher or parent helps us 
to the discovery earlier. The earlier 
the better. 


A little child can be taught to put 


his own things into their •places. In 
the beginning the job will lack com' 
pleteness and finish. Put the finish' 
ing touches on yourself and praise 
the effort. Practice makes perfect 
Little hands are not sufficiently con 
trolled to do accurate work. The box 
will sit cornerwise on the shelf. The 
doll will hang limply over the edge 
Set things right with a deft touch 
and cheerfully say, "First rate. Now 
we will wash up and get ready for 
dinner." 


That" helps a child to be useful 


When you do the picking up, when 
you do everything "that your hands 
can find to do so that the child is an 
onlooker you destroy any promise of 
usefulness and you lay the basis of 
boredom, lack of initiative, dullness. 


"Usefulness is the best stimulus for 


intelligence that can be found. Teach 
a child to do something useful, just 
one chore, and you open whole fields 
of actiyity, and interest, for 
him. 


Every interest prompts activity, each 
activity creates an interest 
afresh, 


and growth at full speed goes for- 
ward. Active children are 
healthy 


children, and once you direct this 
activity toward usefulness you have 
overcome a host of difficulties, and 
avoided many that might have arisen 
to be as lions in the path. 
. Some people dread teaching their 
children to work. "I have had to 
work hard all my life and if I make 
my child work he will have to drudge 
the same as me." I know no way of 
living save through work. I know no 
road to happiness that does not In- 
volve work. If one can choose his 
own job, do the thing he likes best to 
do, he has found his greatest joy. 


It is not always possible to find 


one's own work. That Is true and 
sadly enough. But there is a better 
chance of finding the right job if one 
is prepared for it by wide experi- 
ences. The child who has been train- 
ed to make himself useful in what- 
ever situation he finds himself in, is 
far more likely to find his place early 
than is the one who stands by, an 
on-looker, waiting for something 
worthy his effort." 


Nobody has ever been sorry for 


learning to do something useful. No 
such experience has ever been wast- 
ed. Every one of them adds to the 
sum of a man's power and his power 
is what places him. Then, when a 
child comes pleading, "let me do it, 
let me do it," stand aside and let him 
try. Encourage,him. Help him when 
he gets to the end of his power and 
tell him he did well. 


Begin early. Leave off enjoying the 


child's dependence and point him 
toward self-help and usefulness." It is 
there his happiness and success 'lies.

I have been asked to estlmat 


how much beauty should cost a gir 


The cost of beauty, like beautj 


itself, Is so relative a thing: that 
it Is impossible to state Jn dollars 
and cents just how much your face 
for Instance, should cost you ove 
a given period. 


However, I do think you shouli 


work out some kind of a. beautj 
budget for yourself, to see If yo1 
are spending as much as you should 
or too much, on your face, hair 
hands and general good grooming 


The way to work this out woulc 


be some such scheme as this: Fig 
ure on needing, as a minimum basis 
a good 
cleansing cream, a goo- 


nourishing cream and an astringent 
a bland soap and olive oil or vase 
line for your hair, cuticle remover 
polish and tint for your nails, som 
kind of a hand lotion for your hand 
and facial make-up, the minimum 
of which is salve rouge for lips ani 
cheeks and powder. This, I lepeat, i 
a minimum. 


If you have pcrmanents or weekly 


manicures or hot oil shampoos o: 
facials, they "certainly run up you: 
bills. But it seems to me a good plan 
is to keep actual count of everj 
cent you spend for beauty over 
given period, say six weeks or t 
months, for you will have to renew 
your supplies in that time and even 
up on what you have on hand. 


Total it all up honestly, and see 


just -what a proportion it is of your 
salary or your income. If it seems 
more than you should spend you 
can cut it two ways: either use less 
expensive products or use sparingly 
of good products. The latter may 
prove much the best in the long run 
for the elbow grease you put Into 
massaging 
your face, 
the daily 


brushing of your hair and the daily 
care of your nails make their con 
tribution to net results quite as 
much as the creams and so on. 


It is foolish to spenS so large a

to show that the 15-inch level Is a 
just one and that in fairness to resi- 
dents of Oshkosh and Fond du Lac 
and riparian owners along the upper 
Fox and "Wolf rivers, it should be 
maintained. 


Questions Feasibility 


Perhaps the most important testi- 


mony during Tuesday afternoon's 
session was that given by W. A. 
Halbert, a state engineer, and L. F. 
Warwick, an engineer with the state 
department of health and a member 
of the state committee on water pol- 
lution. Mr. Halbert declared that dur- 
ing the seven years the 15-inch level 
has been maintained there were no 
serious spring floods such as were 
experienced before the 15-inch agree- 
ment was made. He said that even 
if the level of 21$ inches had been 
in effect during these seven 
years 


that he did not think the water would 
have reached this height in half of 
the last seven years and therefore 
he could see no reason why the high- 
er level should be Jrept in effect now. 
He declared that even if a higher 
level had existed during 1930 that the 
situation in the lower valley would 
not have been alleviated because the 
severe drought would not have per- 
mitted the storage of any water in 
the Wmnebago pool. 


A technical 
explanation of 
the 


causes of pollution was presented by 
Mr. "Warwick, who also displayed a 
series of charts on which was de- 
picted the amount of pollution in the 
Fox River at'all points during the 
summer for the last five or six years. 


"Pollution," Mr. "Warwick explain- 


ed, "results from the decomposition 
of waste matter in the water. This 
process consumes the oxygen in the 
water and causes the death of fish 
life, resulting in the odors such as 
that which the lower valley experi- 
enced last summer. 


38 Miles Ixrag 


"The lower Fox river is 38 miles 


in length and drains 6,150 square 
miles of territory. On this river are 
light cities which 
are dumping 


sewage into the river and there are 


paper mills disposing waste- in 


lie river. The cities have a popu- 
lation of bout 99,000, while the 34 
paper mills have the equivalent of 
350,000 population. 
That is, the 


river is taking1 care of waste which 
would ordinarily come from a popu- 
lation of 749,000 people." 


"As this waste matter is grad- 


ually 
increased 
the 
amount of 


oxygen is decreased and fish life is 
killed. A study of the river for the 
summer months of the last several 
years shows this condition has fre- 
quently existed on the river, because 
of the large amount of waste ma- 
terial which the river must carry 
and because of "the decreased flow 
of, water during the dry months." 
Jtr. "Warwick stated that in his 


estimation the greatest factor in the 
pollution of the river is the large 
amount of waste from the cities and 
factories and not the lack of enough 
water to carry this waste away. He 
said that he didn't think raising the 
ake level would make much differ- 
ence but later, under questioning of 
the attorneys for the higher level 
group, 'he admitted that raising of 
;ho level would probably insure an 
average flow of 2,500 feet, per sec- 
ond. 
A flow of 4,000 feet would be 


necessary to keep 
enough oxygen 


in .the water to prevent the death 
of fish, he pointed out. 


Must Ixmer Waste 


Thus, Mr. "Warwick showed, even 


if the level of the lake "was raised 
it would still be necessary for the 
lower valley cities to make a cut of 
37* per cent in the amount of waste 
they are dumping in the river in 
order to eliminate pollution. 


George Williams, Oshkosh attor- 


ney, "who was appointed to present 
the testimony for the group seeking 
the retention of the 15-inch level, 
made the 
opening address. He 


pointed out that there is a moral 
obligation involved in the lake level 
question and that, in fairness to 
riparian, owners along the upper 
FOJC and "Wolf rivers, the lower level 
should be maintained because con- 
gress has taken away from these 
citizens the right to go to court and 
sue for damages to their property 
as the result of -floods. He declared 
that inasmuch as the courts are 
closed to these people they should 
be protected as much as possible 
by retaining the lower level- Other 
reasons for maintaining the 15-inch 
level, ho said, arc: the maskrat in- 
dustry would be seriously affected 
by a higher level through the killing 
of young rats by high spring "water; 
Oshkosh and Fond da xac sewer 
systems, based on a 15-inch level, 
^vould bs seriously affected "fay the 
raise; 310 serious complaints have 
coma from navigation interests in 
tho last eight years, and there 
therefore can be no -alia reason for 
a change; thousands -of dollars dam- 
age -would be caused to property 
owners along the lake and the up- 
per Fox and "Wolf rivers.

Points To Damages 


Mayor G. W. "Watson of Fond du 


Lac pointed out that his city has 
spent more than ?100,00 in improve- 
ments on the shore line and- that an 
increase in the level at this time 
would cause the loss of much of 
this expenditure and labor. He said 
that he had not heard any com- 
plaints from navigation about the 
heights of the water in the Fox 
river. If there is enough water to 
float a barge there certainly ought 
to be enough to float a fish, he con- 
tended. 
Mr. "Watson scored- water 


power interests for their efforts to 
have the lake level raised in order 
to "profit financially at the expense 
of the people of Fond du Lac and 
other lake and river cities".
